City Manager McKnight conducted a review of the Proposed General Fund Budget 
for FY 2009.

During this discussion it was noted that revenue was insufficient to fully fund the 
budget. Carry-forwaaxl funds ai-e available to fund the deficit, and llirther, the plan 
calls for an ambitious level of pipe replacement which time and manpower may not 
permit. It was the consensus of the group that it was advisable to reflect the needed 
repair and maintenance items to present a clear picture of the costs associated with 
stormwater management. 

D. Discussion: FY 2009 Sanitation Semces Budget 

The City Manager did a brief overview of the budget and noted no changes. 
Flowever there was discussion concerning sei-vice levels tliat the Chairman directed 
should be forwai'ded to the Public Works & Utilities Committee for consideration 
and recommendation to the City Council. 

E. Discussion: FY 2009 Community Redevelopment Agency Budget 

The proposed budget for the CRA in FY 2009, while not under the purviev.' of the 
Finance & Budget Committee was discussed so that the committee could be aware of 
the plans for the expenditure of funds in the budget.

For tlie purposes of tliis Agreement and tlie various covenants, conditions, terms and 
provisions wMch follow, the DEFINTTIONS and IDENTIFICATIONS set forth below are 
assumed to be true and correct and are agreed upon by the parties.

1 .5 DWISION: means tlie Planning and Zoning Office of Brevard Count>', Florida. 

1 .6 IMPACT FEE PROGRAM OR PROGRAM: means and refers to the 
Transportation Impact Fee Progi'am as incorporated into Chapter 62, Article V, Division 
4, Sections 62-801 tlrough 62-819 of the Code of Ordinances of Brevard Count)', 
Florida. 

1 .7 EnITERLOCAL AGREEMENT: means and refers to that agi'eement between Brevard 
County, Florida, and the Cit}' of Rockledge, Florida, dated April 3, 1990, providing for 
paiticipation in tlie Brevard County Transportation hiipact Fee Program.

ARTICLE II 

PREAMBLE 



hi order to establish the backgi-ound, context and frame of reference for tins Agreement 
and to generally express the objectives and intentions of tlie respective parties herein, the 
following statements, representations and explanations shall be accepted as predicates for tlie 
miderlaldngs and conmiitments included witliin the provisions W'liich follow and may be relied 
upon by the parties as essential elements of the mutual considerations upon which this 
Agreement is based. 

2.1 Chapter 62, Article V, Division 4, Sections 62-801 through 62-819 of the Code of 
Ordinances of Brevard Coimt>s Florida, incorporated herein by reference, provides for the 
imposition of tlie Transportation Impact Fee and sets fortli tlie manner and amount for 
collection and use of funds.

2.4 COUNTY is desirous of disbursing TIFT Fmids to CITY. However, as adniiiusfator for 
the Progi-ani.

ARTICLE FV 

FU-NDING AND METHOD OF PA^TVlENT 

4.1 The amount payable by COU"NTY under tliis Agi-eement shall be $600,000.00 
S726.756.60 . Tlie CITY acknowledges receipt of prior payment of $100,000.00 
$600.000.00 wliich represents funds originally appropriated pui'suant to tlie 
Transportation Impact Fee Disbursement Agreement in tlie amount of $100,000.00 
executed by tlie COUNTY on May 17, 2005 atid by tlie CITY on August 3, 2005 and 
5500.000.00 appropriated pursuant to tlie Amended Transportation hiipact Fee 
Disbursement Agreement in die amomit of $600.000.00 executed by the COUNTY on 
March 21.

4.2 Following execution of tliis Agreement, the Plamiing and Zoning Office Director or 
designee shall provide witten notice to Department for the disbursement of TIFT Funds 
in tlie anioimt of £500,000.00 $126.756.60 . 

ARTICLE V 

RECORDS 

5.1 The COUTsTY and the CITY shall have the reciprocal right to review the records of the 
otlier as to receipt, allocation and expenditure of hnpacl Fees, including records as to bid 
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awai-ds and purchase orders. All such hispections shall be made upon reasonable notice 
and at a reasonable time and place. Upon a request to review or obtain copies of records 
by one paily to tlie otlier heremider, the party responding lo a request for review shall 
furnish assistance as well as copies of appropriate records for the project to tlie requesting 
pait}'. 

5.2 If CITY has awarded a conti-act to an independent conti-actor to perfonn Project(s) 
services, CITY shall submit to COUNTY, if requested, a certified copy of the contractor's 
invoices statmg tlie services rendered aiid the date tlie sei-vices were rendered specifically 
identifying TIFT Funds used. 

5.3 CITY agrees to fiiniish to the Planning and Zoning Office Dii'ector, status reports on 
November 1 of each year identifying tlie interest accrued, the expenditures to date and the 
project progress. 

ARTICLE VI 

ASSURANCES 

6.1 CITY hereby agrees to comply witli all applicable state and local laws, ordinances, and 
codes and regulations, applicable to the expenditure of the TIFT Funds to the extent tliat 
an)' such laws, ordinances, codes and regulations are specifically directed to the CITY's 
attention in vviiting by the COUTS^TY. 

6.2 CITY hereby agrees to maintain books, records and docmnents in accordance with 
standard accounting procedures and practices of the CITY wliich sufficiently and properly 
reflect ah expendit-ui-es of funds provided by COU"NTY under this Agi'eeraent. 

6.3 CITY agi-ees to expend TIFT Funds allocated to the Project(s) by the expiration date in 
Article Vin. All TIFT Funds not expended or encumbered witliin the tenn of this 
Agreement shall be returaed to tlie custody and control of COUNTY. An administrative 
extension, if requested prior to expiration, may be granted by tlie Planning mid Zoning 
Office Director for a period not to exceed one hundred eighty (180) days if just cause is 
shown. Tliis section shall not require tlie CITY to return to the COUNTY custody or 
control of any TIFT Funds wliich have been contractually conmiitted for expenditure by 
the CITY witiiin a six -year time frame from tlie date of impact fee payment, but are yet 
unpaid, or funds the CITY''s use of wliich is an issue in any pending litigation mvolving 
the CITY. 

6.4 CITY agrees to complete each project identified m tliis agreement, hi tlie event TIFT 
Funds are not sufficient, the CITY may submit to the COUTnTY a request for additional 
revenue from the TIFT Funds. 

6.5 CITY hereby agi'ees that if it has directly and laiowingly caused any funds to be expended 
in violation' of the Agi-eement. it shall be responsible to refund such monies ui full to 
COUNTY. 

6.6 CITY agrees to retuni to tlie Department the imexpended TIFT Funds no later that sixt>' 
(60) days followmg the expiration date in Article VIII or witliin sixt}' (60) days following 
an administrative extension under Section 6.4, if applicable, along with a completed Fonn 
B, attached hereto and by tliis reference made a part hereof An adminisU-ative extension 
for tlie return of funds, if requested prior to the sixt>' (60) day expiration penod, may be 
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grained by the Plaiuiing aiid Zoning Office Director for a period not to exceed sixty (60) 
days if just cause is shown. 

6.7 Program interest generated as a resuU of receipt of TIFT Funds may be retained by CITY 
provided that this interest shall be added to TIFT Funds committed to the Project(s) by 
the CITY and used in conjunction with the original allocation to fiutlier the eligible 
project objective. Expenditure of program interest is subject to the tenns of tliis 
Agreement with Brevard Count)'. Any remaining TIFT fluids, includmg tlie amount of 
interest aenerated m a contract period if not expended for the approved Project(s) shall be 
retunied^to COUNTY and shall be placed back m TIFT account for benefit of Central 
Mainland witliin the time periods provided in Section 6.6. 

6.8 CITY hereby agrees and understands that all fundrng authorization tiirough a TIFT Fund 
shall be used "only for eligible activities specifically outlined in tliis Agreement. 
Revenues shall not be utihzed for correctmg deficiencies. They shall be utilized to fund 
the future capacity components for transportation facilities identified m Exliibit "A". All 
expenditures shall be consistent witli Hie kiterlocal Agreement signed April 3, 1990. 

6.9 CITY hereby agrees to submit to the Planning and Zoning Office witliin sixty (60) days of 
tiie completion of each Project(s), as set out in Article III, a complete financial accounting 
of all its Project(s) activities, as provided on Exliibit "B", attached hereto and by reference 
made a part hereof.

9.1 If, tlirough any cause, CITY fails to commence work on the project, or fails to fulfili in 
timely and proper manner its obligations under tliis Agreement, or if CITY shall violate 
any of the covenants, agi-eements, or stipulations of tliis Agi'eement, COUNTY shall 
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thereupon have the right to terminate tliis Agreement and may requu-e the return of fui:ds 
expended or conmiitted for expenditure in violation of tliis agreement by giving written 
notice to CITY of such teniiination and specifying tlie effective date tiiereof, at least 
fifteen (15) days before the effective date of teniiination. If just cause is shown prior to 
teniiination, the Planning and Zoning Office Director may specify' in v>Titing tlie actions 
that must be taken by CITY and a reasonable date for compliance: as a condition to avoid 
teniiination. In no event can tlie Agreement date be extended beyond tlie periods 
provided in tliis Agreement witliout amendment to the Agi'eement executed witli the same 
foniialit}' and of equal dignity herewith- 

9.2 In tlie event of temiination, upon request by the COUNTY, copies of all finished or 
unfinished docimients, data smdies, sun'eys, drawings, maps, models, reports prepai-ed, 
and any otlier like documents secured by CITY witli TIFT Funds under tliis Agi-eemenl 
shall be provided to COUNTY. 

9.3 In the best interests of tlie program and in order to better ser\'e tlie people in the impact 
fee districts and fulfill tlie pmposes of the Act, either paily may temiinate tliis Agreement 
upon giving thirt>' (30) days notice in writmg of its intent to temiinate, stating its reasons 
for doing so. In die event CITY or COUNTY teniiinates tlie Agreement, CITY shall 
refund COU~NTY, all unexpended and miencmnbered TIFT Funds received and interest 
accnied tlierefroni. 

9.4 The parties hereby agree tliat the following events ai-e sufficient cause for termination of 
the Agreement. Such events include, but are not limited to: 

a. Improper use of TIFT Funds;

WATER LINE & INGRESS/EGRESS EASEMENT AGREEMENT 

THIS EASEMENT AGREEMENT is made the last date signed below, by 
, a which is authorized to do

(hereinafter "Grantor") m favor of the CITY OF COCOA, a 

Florida municipal coiporation, and having a mailing address of 603 Brevai'd Avenue, Cocoa, Florida 
32922 (hereinafter "Grantee"). 

WITNESSETH : 

WHEREAS, Grantor is the developer of real property located within Brevard County, 
Florida; and 

WHEREAS, Grantor has designed, pemiitted and constructed certain facilities for tlie 
provision of water to the Property, including water liens, water mains, pipes, sei-vice lines, tees, 
joints and appurtenances (liereinafter "Water Line Facilities"), for wliich Grantor intends to convey 
ownership of such Water Line Facilities to Grantee; and 

WHEREAS, Grantee requires a non-exclusive peipetual easement for the consti'uction, 
installation, repair, replacement, operation, coimection to, disconnection fi-om and maintenance of 
such facilities, as well as a non-exclusive peipetual easement for ingi-ess and egress across Grantor's 
property in order to access and use the Water Line Easement as provided herein; and 

WHEREAS, providing of Water Line Facihties to the Property constitute a public puipose; 
and 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the public purpose stated herein, and the mutual 
covenants, tenns, and conditions and restrictions contained herein, together with other good and 
valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of which is hereby aclcnowledged, the parties 
agree as follows: 

1. Incorporation of Recitals. The foregoing recitals are hereby incorporated fully 
herein by this reference. 



Water Line & Ingress/Egress Easement 
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2. Grant of Easement . Grantor hereby voluntarily grants and conveys to Grantee, 

subject to any previous and duly recorded easements or grants of record, a perpetual non-exclusive 
water line easement over, under, tlirough, and across the real property described in Exhibit "A", a 
copy of which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by this reference (hereinafter "Water Line 
Easement"); and a pei-petual non-exclusive ingi'ess and egi'ess easement across the real property 
legally described in Exhibit "B", a copy of which is attached hereto and incoiporated herein by this 
reference (liereinafter "Ingres s/Egi'ess Easement"). Said easements shall be of the nature and 
chai-acter and to the extent hereinafter set forth. 

3. Purpose of Water Line Easement . The Water Line Easement is gi-anted for the 
express and sole puipose of allowing Grantee to perpetually use the property within the Water Line 
Easement for the construction, installation, repair, replacement, operation, connection to, 
disconnection from and maintenance of such water line facilities as may be reasonably and 
customarily necessary for Grantee to provide water service to the Property. 

4. Purpose of Ingress/Egress Easement . The Ingress/Egress Easement is granted for 
the express and sole pui-pose of allowing Grantee to perpetually use tlie property witliin the 
Ingi-ess/Egress Easement to reasonably access its Water Line Facihties contained witliin the Water 
Line Easement for the purposes provided tlierein. 

5. Rights and Obligations of Grantee . To accomplish the puipose stated above, and at 
Grantee's sole expense, the following rights are conveyed to Grantee by this Easement: 

(a) the right for Grantee to inspect, alter, improve, construct, repair, rebuild, relocate and 
remove, connect to, disconnect from, and maintain the Water Line Facilities and related 
appurtenances within the Water Line Easement; 

(b) all other rights and privileges reasonably and customarily necessary or convenient for 
Grantee's safe and efficient operation, maintenance, and/or repair of the Water Line 
Facilities; including convenient and reasonable access to such facilities; and 

(c) for the enjoyment and use of said easements for the purposes described above. 

hi addition, Grantee agrees to and shall promptly restore, or cause to be restored; the surface 
and subsurface of the real property described herein to the condition said property was in prior to the 
perfonnance of any construction, reconstruction, replacement, removal, enlargement, operation, 
inspection, maintenance, repair improvement, relocation or any other use or work contemplated by 
this Easement Agreement. Any such restoration shall be in a workman like manner acceptable to the 
Grantor. Grantee shall use its best efforts in its use of the easement areas to not interfere with use 
by Grantor, its tenants, guests and invitees of adjacent property owned by Grantor. 

6. Grantors Use of Easement . Subject to and conditioned upon the provisions of 
Paragraph 3 and 4 of this Agi-eement, Grantor hereby resei-ves for itself the right to use the easement

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areas; provided, however, that Grantor's use may not (i) violate any provision of this Easement 
Agi-eement, or (ii) unreasonably interfere witli any of Grantee's easements, rights or interest under 
this Agi-eement. Notwithstanding anytlring to the contrary contained herein, Grantor shall not have 
the right to relocate the Water Line Easement on Grantor's property. 

7. Easements Run with the Land . These easements shall remain a chai-ge against the 
property. Therefore, these easements shall run with the land and be automatically assigned by any 
deed or other conveyance conveying the easement property, or a portion thereof, relating to these 
easements, even though the conveyance makes no reference to these easements as such. 

8. Recordation . Grantee shall record this instrument in a timely fasliion in the Official 
Records of Brevard County, Florida and may re-record it at any time as may be required to preserve 
its rights in this Easement. 

9. Sovereign Immunity . Nothing contained in this Agreement shall be construed as a 
waiver of the Grantee's right to sovereign iranunity under Section 768.28, Florida Statutes, or other 
limitations imposed on the Grantee's potential liability under state or federal law. 

10. Indemnification . Grantee agi-ees to the fullest extent pennitted by law, to 
indemnify, defend and hold haimless Grantor from and against all claims, losses, damages, pei'sonal 
injuries (including but not limited to death), or liability, aiising fi-om, out of, or caused by: Grantee, 
its officers, employees, agents, or contractors, negligent or intentional acts, eiTors, omissions in the 
operation, maintenance, constmction, repair or other use contemplated herein of the Water Line 
Facilities, except to the extent of negligence or wanton misconduct of the Grantor. 

The indemnification provided above shall obligate the Grantee to defend at its own expense 
or to provide for such defense, at the option of the Grantor, as the case may be, of any and all claims 
of liability and all suits and actions of every name and description that may be brought against the 
Grantor which may result under this Agreement, hi all events, the Grantor shall be pennitted to 
choose legal counsel of its sole choice, the fees for which shall be subject to and included with this 
indeimiification provided herein, as long as said fees are not gi-eater than a rate deemed reasonable in 
Brevard County, Florida. 

n. Injunctive Relief . The parties agree that, in the event of default, tliere may not be an 
adequate remedy at law, and therefore, it is agreed the parties shall be entitled to seek injunctive 
relief, including a mandatoiy injunction. 

12. Governing Law and Venue . This Agreement shall be governed by the laws of the 
State of Florida. Venue for all disputes shall be propedy placed in Brevard County, Florida. The 
parties agi'ee that the Agi'eement was consummated in Brevard County, and the site of the easements 
is in Brevard County, Florida. 

1 3. Notice . All notices, demands, requests, consents, approvals or other communications
